Applicant's remarks start with arguments regarding the 35 USC §112, 1st paragraph, rejection. Applicant argues that "the model is 
disclosed by WO 99/24182 .... and the process that is carried out is disclosed by DE 199 41 600 A1 and DE 199 41 736 A1 Applicant 
has cited these documents but the documents have not been incorporated by reference. Disclosures must stand on their own and not be 
dependent upon other disclosures. Any subject matter which considered essential to the claimed invention must be disclosed with sufficient 
support and clarity in the specification. In this case, the specification is not enabling for the instantly claimed "method model", "method 
process" not the "microsturcture model". See MPEP § 600 and 608 for more information concerning the disclosure and format of such. 
With regard to the arguments regarding the 35 USC §112, 2nd paragraph, rejection, Applicant argues the rejection but does not amend the 
claim language accordingly. Arguing a 112, 2nd paragraph, rejection does not overcome the "indefiniteness", "lack of antecedence", "lack 
of definitions"; hence the deficiencies cited for the instant claims still remain. 

With regard to the arguments regarding the rejections over prior art, the arguments are not supported by the specification or the claim
